order to be his true self. 
A tty . J. W. Beemer took up “Chris­ 
tianity from the standp oint of a new 
convert.- He had calculated th a t it 
took 2000 sermons to bring him where 
he now stood—200 day s or over half a 
y ear waiting for the truth . 
He said 
th a t since he had received tbe lig ht 
he could not understand how meil 
could sit and listen half their lives to 
the truth before coming to the rig ht 
decision.

Chicago. April 17.—With the em- 


f layers and tlie unionofficTuIs In a coni- 
plete deadlock Mayor Dunne has aban­ 
doned his peace conferences, but an­ 
nounces that he is still determined to 
find a solution of the labor difficulty. 
The employing tailors informed 
the 
mayor that under 
no circumstances 
will they recede from the position they 
hav e taken, and they will uot reinstate 
the strikers who walked 
out 
four 
months ago. 
If they apply for their 
•Id positions there will la© no discrim­ 
ination against them, but they will not 
be recognized as former employes. The 
garment workers and tlie teamsters 
also informed the mayor that 
they 
would not call off the strike unless the 
striking garment 
workers are giv en 
their positions. 


E m p loyers to D o T h eir O w n T eam in g. 
The employers announced that they 
had during the day tiled articles of in­ 
corporation in West Virginia of tlie 
Employers’ Teaming company, of Chi­ 
cago. The new company, which is in­ 
tended to take charge of the teaming 
Interests of the large firms represent­ 
ed among the stockholders, lias a cap­ 
ital stock of $100.000, all of which is 
paid in. It is declared by the employ­ 
ers that as soon as the new company 
Is prepared to undertake activ e work 
It will in a large measure supplant the 
meml» ers of the teamsters’ unions. The 
teamsters will not be recognized as an 
association, and no agreements will be 
made with any of the labor organiza­ 
tions. 
A n oth e r C on feren ce A rran ged . 
Labor leaders wil hold a conference 
today with Mayor Dunne, who says he 
has hopes of an early settlement of the 
teamsters' strike. The coal teamsters 
hav e decided to refuse to haul coal to 
the Montgomery Ward building. It is 
learned that the Chicago Tunnel ccmi- 
pnny is rushing work on a connection 
of its system with the basement 
of 
Montgomery Ward & Co.’s establish­ 
ment. When such connection is made 
the firm will be able to secure coal and 
to ship goods to ¡ill freight dejiots. thus 
doing away with a need for teamsters. 


M IN E S A K E SH UT D O W N 


R esu lt o f th e T rou b le at H ib b in g, M inn. 
Is N o W ork for 8 ,000, 


Duluth. Minn., April 17.—The Oliv er 
Iron Mining company has issued an or­ 
der to Superintendent Mitchell at n ib ­ 
bing to close dpwn the underground 
mines and barricade 
the 
buildings. 
Twelv e mines are closed as a result of 
the order, throwing 2.000 men out of 
work, and none except certain open 
pit properties of the company will con­ 
tinue operations for the present. 
C. 
G. Iv enuington, who claims to hav e 
been the first miner imprisoned during 
the Colorado strike, addressed a mass 
meeting of miners at llibblng 
and 
urged the men to stand firm. 
No law­ 
lessness was indulged in Saturday. 
Incendiary literature is being circu­ 
lated by socialists. 
The socialists are 
calling upon the miners to 
attend 
meetings and learn how to liv e during 
the strike. 
The strike leaders scored 
the Hibbing authorities for refusing 
them the use of the v illage hall to hold 
meetings. 
Sheriff Bates and his depu­ 
ties are maintaining order. 
J ulius Moersch, statistician for the 
state department of labor, who was 
sent to inv estigate the strike condi­ 
tions on the Mesaba range, said, that 
90 per cent, of the men now Idle are 
willing to work, and are satisfied, but 
are afraid of v iolence by the strik­ 
ers.

S ocialist M ayor I« In activ a and T roop« 
A re C alled F or. 


Limoges. France. April 17. — The 
excitement among the porcelain strik­ 
ers is becoming more v iolent and mani­ 
festing itself principally against the 
American firm of Hav iland, which has 
taken a leading part in the lockout. 
The socialist mayor’s attitude of inac­ 
tiv ity, and his appeal to the ministry 
not to send troops, appears to encour­ 
age the workmen to continue 
their 
demonstrations. 
They now refuse to 
listeu to his adv ice to remain calm, 
and consequently a representativ e of 
the Hav iland concern has gone
